Dear Allen: 

Imposing on an old friend, I am sending you copies of letters 
I wrote today to Governor Adams and to your brother. Together, these 
letters tell ay story pretty coapletely. 

You can see from them that I hope to obtain fro* the OIA a 
first class man on loan for the balance of the year . This man would 
not serve in any way in a liaison capacity between the CIA and the White 
House. He would uee Ids intelligent experience and knowledge of CIA 
procedure merely as background for general staff assistance to me in the 
performance of my personal work. 

You will notice from the press accounts that my job which I, 
myself, have delimited with the President's unqualified approval, is more 
restricted that the job held by either 0. D. Jackson or Nelson Rockefeller. 
I do not consider myself an idea man or a man to formulate or sponsor 
foreign policy. Literally, I shall restrict myself to assisting in the 
coordination and timing of the execution of foreign policies involving 
more than one department or agency. In the performance of this duty I 
think my own staff should never be used when the staff work can be don* 
more appropriately by the staff of the 0CB or by some other department or 
agency. There will remain, however, work which I must do personally re- 
quiring staff assistance of a very few men of very high quality. 

In the case of the man on my staff from the OIA, I think I could 
be best served by someone with general knowledge of the agency but perhaps 
specifically trained in itB intelligence estimating function. It would 
seem to me that close familiarity with the national intelligence estimate# 
would be the most useful asset in the CIA member of my staff which would 
be dealing with problems connected with the execution of foreign policies. 

My personal plans are included in the letter to Governor Adorns 
and I shall greatly appreciate hearing from you at your convenience.

This probably resulted free the fact that arrangements were saaia, not at 
ay suggestion, to pay tse for each day that I might work prior to taking 
over the job officially on March 1st, 

ke I told you, wy proposal la to have a staff of five wen and 
an apnropriate number of secretaries and stenograph**"®* This staff 
would consist of an executive officer, without any such title, to keep 
administrative raatt're straight. The other four should be draws fr w 
the CIA, the USIA, the Department of State, and the Department of Defane*. 
These men should know their respective agencies or departments and be 
able to think and to write. 

Binee I am proposing euoh a small staff, which 1 shall gladly 
reduce if 1 can get along, with lass, I am going to do ay damndest, even 
to the extent of asking you for help, to get first class men* 1 know 
it ie difficult to get government agencies to release a first claes **» 
if they ever get hold of one. However, the agencies and departments 
should have a good deal to gain from the servicer of the »en they release 
to as. 


It is essential that 1 be fully prepared on the basis *f the 
work of my own staff with respect te the diversified Batters in which I 
•hall be involved. It ia also essential that my work of coordination 
end timing” as it relates to the various agencies and department* be 
performed, at least in part, by men she have worked in these agencies 
and departments and are entirely familiar with their procedure*, ficssaene 
may ask why all this should not be performed by the staff of the CD*. *y 
answer is that I do not run the OCB snd the CCB staff is not aqr staff. 

If tty job were only a duplication of the work of the 00B, it would be am 
unnecessary job in the first place. Incidentally, if ay job prove# an- 
necessary, I hope to be the first to let you know. In the meantime, work- 
ing alone I think I should run ray legs off and wear eat a government oar
